The people of the state of Wis- 


consin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 


SBCTONI 1. Subsection (1) of 


section 71.20 of -the statutes is 
amended to read: 71.20 (1) No com-

• "There is profit now in- nearly all branches of farming," says Gover- 


nor McKeK'ie of Nebraska. 
-"There is every reason to expect that busi- 


ness in this immediate field will show quite an unusual Improvement dur- 
ing thc weeks and months to come."

The Nebraska governor in a table showing the increase that has 


taken place in the farm value of Nebraska's agricultural products be- 
tween'November 1 last and March' 1 shows the total value of farm prod- 
ucts grew from $392,228,000 to $457,585,000 in that period. 


Explanatory notes by the-governor interpret the figures 
'•First the total increased value of the principal products is $65,- 


357,000. 
Admitting that a portion of these products had already been 


disposed of 'not only on November 1 but in a larger measure as of 
March 1, it is important to note that the items approximating the larger 
amount of the increase- are most largely in the 'hands of the farmer at 
the present time.

• "For instance, the increa'se in the value of the wheat crop was 


?16,0'0-0,000, but nearly all the marketable wbeat was sold before No- 
vember 1 
On the other hand, the combined increase in the value of 


corn, cattle and hogs is over 852,000,000, and these are in the .farmers' 
hands or have been disposed of within the last sixty days. 


'('Second, the tabulation docs not include the -value of products car- 


ried i over from 1920. 
This is quite an important factor, for in corn 


'alone, the carryover is estimated to have been 25 per cent, or about 
65,000,000 bushels,, which, figured at the present farm price of 37. cents 
per bushel, amounts- to 824,000,000. 
The increase in the value of this 


carryover, as between November 1 and March 1 is nearly $10,000,000. 


• "Third, while the prices of farm products'have increased, the prices 


of tilings for which these products must-be exchanged have declined. 
This readjustment of exchange values is of basic importance and is'per- 
haps the most significant indication, of a return to normal prosperity. . 


"While the foregoing facts clearly indicate the'reason for Nebraska's 


business recovery, the full significance of the factors working to bring 
about normal prosperity are not yet fully understood. 


"For instance, the war finance corporation has put about $12,000,000 


into the state since November 1. - This money, being in the form of long 
time loans, Las greatly relieved the .strain on the banks.and has eased 
the demands upon the farmer for immediate liquidation. • 


'"This additional credit enabled the farmer to -market his corn at a 


much higher price, both by feeding -it.to live stock and by holding it 
until raore favorable prices'obtained. 


"The demands upon the war- finatice corporation are rapidly receding 


and it-is probable that'even before July 1, when the corporation's exist- 
ence will terminate,;the need for it 'in this state will have passed.

"There is 
enough food, but the prices are so 
terribly high that few people can 
buy it." he said. "They cannot even 
buy woodTbut must make trips out^ 
to the woods and cut it. Meat is too' 
high priced for anyone to buy." 


There is much antagonism 
be- 


tween the two factions in. Ireland, 
Phillips says. 
On more than one 


occasion his passport and protec- 
tion as an American citizen was all 
that saved him. He was not born' 
in America, buS was naturalized 
here, spending twelve years in Eiad- 
ison. 


"The quarrel in Ireland is not 


religious—it is political," said Mr, 
Phollops. "The Bail Erin is fight- 
ing against the free state. In two" 
months the people will vote, and 
then I think the free state will -win 
out. 


"The riots are caused -by tho black 


and tan special soldiers. They are 
a pretty hard-boiled lot, and make 
raids on the CaCtholics across the 
corder. Of course the free 'staters 
make raids back, and the country is 
in an armed state." 


A short time ago, he said, a com- 


pany of free staters were arrested 
and taken across the border into 
Belfast, They would have been ex- 
ecuted, but that their friends caught 
some Ulstermen and kept them un- 
til the prisoners were released.
